Litchfield, 111., July 4. — The Chicago 
limited on the Wabash railroad, due in 
St. Louis at 7 p. m. Sunday night, and 
half an hour late, was wrecked Sunday 
night inside the city limits. The train 
struck an open switch and was over- 
turned and seven of the nine cars 
were burned. It is known that 19 
persons perished in the second and 
third coaches and that 40 were in- 
jured. The injured are being cared for 
in the St. Francis hospital in this city. 

The engine, after running into the 
switch, struck a string of freight cars 
with the result that the first three 
coaches were piled into a heap across 
the track and caught fire immediately. 
The last, car on the train was a special 
from Wisconsin. It was uncoupled, 
pushed back and saved. Hon. I. R. 
Mills, one of the dead, was internal 
revenue collector at Decatur, and one 
of the most prominent republicans in 
central Illinois. 

The track was reported clear at the 
last station, and as the train was run- 
ning about 50 miles an hour, the open 
switch was not noticed. No informa- 
tion can be obtained as to who was 
responsible for the accident. Nearly 
all the passengers were bound for St s 
Louis, and those not injured left on 
the Illnois Central train an hour later. 
Three of the injured have since died. 
Coroner Gray is here and will hold an 
Inquest. 

Among the killed is H. M. Butrich, 
of Toledo, O. 

Among the injured are Mrs. Anne 
Kenyon, Kingston, Ky.; G. S. New- 
comber, Perry, Ky. ; Harry Rink, Cin- 
cinnati, and James B. Roberts, Catlin, 
Ind. 

A. E. Darling, of SL Louis, was one 
of the passengers on the observation 
car. He said; 

“I saw two persons burned to death. 
One was a man and the other a young 
girl. I do not know their names. 
Wreckage held them down until the 
heat became unbearable and the men 
who were trying to save them could 
not remain another moment. There 
was another passenger, a woman, 
whose feet were pinned down by a 
heavy beam. It could not be moved 
and she begged that her feet be cut 
off. Flames drove everybody away 
before she could be saved. 

“W. F. Ward, of Chicago, showed 
particular nerve. One of his legs had 
been torn off. When he was carried 
out of the wreck he said: ‘Lay me 

down somewhere and go back and 
save the women and children.’ ” 

St. Louis, July 4. — President Joseph 
Ramsey, Jr., received the following 
telegram Sunday night from Litch- 
field: “From the best information I 

can get upon arrival here, there are 
about 15 killed and 25 injured. Engi- 
neer Sanford is killed. Dr. Parish, of 
the Decatur hospital, is in charge of 
the injured, and will remove them to 
Decatur as soon as he is ready to re- 
ceive them. — S. E. Carter.”

Former Senator Allen made good 
his word that he would not enter into 
any scramble for the nomination, and 
while the nominations were making he 
twice instructed the chairman of the 
Nebraska delegation to say that his 
name must rot go before the conven- 
tion. But, in the face cf this, Allen 
received more than 400 votes, and 
many believe he would have been 
nominated had he given his consent to 
be a candidate. 

Williams, of Indiana, who worked 
harder for the nomination, and who 
made more claims than any one else, 
made a poor showing, and, when his 
own state was called. 11 of the 24 del- 
egates refused to support him. voting 
for Allen. He soon withdrew in favor 
of Watson and moved to make the 
nomination of Watson unanimous. 

There were five nominations for vic3 
president, Thomas H. Tibbies, Nebras- 
ka: Theo. B. Rynder, Pennsylvania; R. 

L. Wenncr, Colorado; George F. Wash- 
burn, Massachusetts, and Samuel W. 

Williams, Indiana. The two latter de- 
clined and Tibbies received nearly all 
the votes -on the first ballot and was 
nominated by acclamation. 

A J. Mallett, of Texas, was chosen 
permanent chairman. The committee 
on credentials wrangled many hours 
on the question as to whether one 
man should be permitted to cast the 
vote of an entire state, w'hen a state 
had only one delegate in the conven- 
tion. and being unable to agree, it was 
referred to the convention where it 
was wrestled with until past the noon 
hour. The delegates favoring a full 
vote carried the day. 

The platform adopted is a reaffirma- 
tion of the Omaha platform of 1902. 

It wa'j adopted as reported by the com* 
mittee.

Grimsby, Eng., July 5, — A long pile 
of granite rising sheer out of the At- 
tlantic, 290 miles from the Scottish 
mainland, is now a monument to al- 
most 700 dead. Bodies wash against 
the rocks or lie in* the ocean bed at It’s 
base. Nearby, completely hidden in th“ 
water is the Scandinavian-Ameriear 
liner Norge, who was carrying 800 
Danes, Norwegians, Swedes and Finns 
tc join relatives or friends in America. 
Of these only about 182 were oaved. 

No tragedy of the sea has had more 
appaling consequences and none has oc- 
curred in a shorter time. The pas- 
sengers were suddenly aroused from 
their sleep, terrified by the contact of 
the bows of the ship with the solid 
granite, followed by a, grinding, rasp- 
ing sound as if the hull was being 
shoved over huge rocks. Then silence 
as the clanging bells brought the en- 
gines to a stop. Those of the passen- 
gers who were standing at the time 
the steamer struck the rock were 
thrown on the rocks and the decks, 
and had not recovered their feet when 
a stentorian voice gave the terrifying 
order, “all hands on deck! Hurry, or 
it may siijk, men.” 

Slowly the Ship backed off. and, as 
she gained way, it was found that 
water was pouring into her hold. This 
anouncement, called out in Scandina- 
vian arid presaging death, added to the 
supreme fright and agony. The pas- 
sengers who were piled in the boats 
were the fortunate ones who were 1 3 
escape, while the unfortunates, who saw 
death near, clustered in the vicinity, 
a seething, struggling mass, some cn 
their knees praying, surrounded by 
children, others supplicating aid from 
any one and shrieking for permission 
to enter the boats, elbowing, fighting 
their way to the places from which 
the boats were being lowered. 

The sound of grinding ceased, the 
bow of the Norge yawed as the steam- 
er returned to deep water. The' sea 
rushed hungrily into the huge rents 
made by the rocks in the iron hull. 
Swiftly the vessel began to sink by the 
bows. Without waiting for orders, 
without paying attention to their prop- 
er manning, the occupants began to 
lower the boats. The starboard life 
boat began slowly to fall when to the 
horror of those on board, the stern 
tackle failed, while the bow tackle 
ran free. 

Soon the boat was almost perpendic- 
ular. Those who were in it clung des- 
perately to the sides and seats until a 
great wave came towering along and 
struck the boat, smashing it against 
the side of the ship. The occupants 
of the boat, who were not killed by the 
impact, were thrown into the water. 
Undeterred by the experience of the 
first boat a second, loaded principally 
with women and children, was low- 
ered. This time the tackle ran 
smoothly but the hopes of escape of 
the passengers on board were blasted. 
The moment it touched the water 
waves picked up the small craft as if 
it had been a feather and dashed it 
against the side of the ship in spite 
of the frantic efforts of the passengers 
to fend it off. 

Aberdeen, Scotland, July G. — Anoth- 
er boat containing 17 survivors of the 
Danish steamer Norge, which founder 
ed off Rockall reef, 290 miles from the 
Scottish mainland on June 28, were 
landed at Aberdeen, Scotland, Tuse- 
day night by the steam trawler Largo 
Bay. 

Six hundred and twenty-seven per- 
sons are still missing. 

They drifted at the mercy of the At- 
lantic for six days. When both watex 
and food were gone and wb-ea the oc- 
cupants were almost too exhausted" 
even to hope, the trawler hove in 
sight. This was on July 4 when the 
boat was about 30 miles off St. Kilda. 

Those rescued had eked out an ex- 
istence on two biscuits a day. When 
they started from the Norge there was 
only one small cask of fresh water in 
the boat. Before the Largo Bay feM 
in with them this and the biscuits had 
been finished and the pangs of hun- 
ger had set in. They weathered *a gale 
and continued as best they might, 
striving to reach the coast of Scotland 
against the heavy seas. 

Many of those rescued have severe 
wounds sustained in jumping from the 
decks of the sinking ship. The legs 
and arms of others are swollen from 
exposure and from the salt water. 

On their arrival at Aberdeen the 
survivors were taken to the sailors’ 
home. The third mate says that three 
other boats started with that rescuer] 
by the Largo Bay. One of those con- 
tained 32 persons, including several 
women and children. Another boat 
had 15 men with the second mate in 
charge. The third boat had ten men 
on board. The survivors parted com- j 
pany with the three boats on July 3. I

The party consisted of Albert Ken- 
nicott of the Shaw electric crane works, 
his wife and three children, Linda, 
four years of age, and two other little 
girls, aged three years and 13 months, 
respectively, and two sisters. Misses 
Adeline and Georgette Emerson. 

High wind3 prevailed when the party 
started out, and when near Ruddi- 
man’s point th9 yacht capsized. Mr. 
and Mrs. Kennicott and Miss Georget- 
te Emerson clung to the overturned 
boat. The parents made frantic ef. 
forts to save the children. The 13- 
moths-old baby was rescued, but died 
before reaching shore.

restoration of that harmony and good 
will amongst the people so essential to 
the peace, happiness and prosperity of 
every section of the United States, and 
we demand that the regulation of the 
suffrage shall be left without congres- 
sional dictation to the several states, 
subject only to the final judgment of the 
supreme court of the United States.” 

The financial plank is brief, being in 
full as follows: “The democratic party 

congratulates the country upon the vin- 
dication of the democratic contention for 
an increased volume of real or metallic 
money in a manner acceptable to all 
democrats by the addition to the world's 
stock of money metals of $2.000,000,00i) in 
gold within eight years, from which 
these United States have ben able to 
obtain $7,000,000,000. thereby doubling 
their stock of standard money, raising 
their per capita from $2! to $30. and con- 
tributing to the advent of industrial ac- 
tivity which could not otherwise have 
been attained. The fact that this result 
has been reached by no action of gov- 
ernment, out oy tne action or vroa, 
through hmuan instrumentalities of dis- 
covery, invention and industry, does not 
lessen our gratification.” 

On tariff and trusts this declaration is 
made: “We realize that, under the dom- 
ination of the corporate interests and 
mighty and dangerous trusts*and monop- 
olies which control the policy and shape 
the legislation of the republican party, 
relief to the masses of the people from 
the glaring inequalities and gross injus- 
tice of our existing tariff, is absolutely 
hopeless, and that only under the rest? 
less pressure of democratic triumph can 
any improvement whatever be obtained. 

“With a democratic president and 
house of representatives our party can 
and will take the vigorous initiative to- 
ward the prompt, effective and just re- 
lief which the existing industrial situa- 
tion of the country imperatively de- 
mands. 

“It is pledged to this wise and bene- 
ficent policy. 

“It will revise the tariff in a conserva- 
tive spirit of fairness *.o all interests. 

“Its anxious purpose will be to legis- 
late with such a due regard for the labor 
and capital involved in our industrial 
enterprises as to promote their healthy 
growth and to carefully guard against 
the infliction of injury upon established 
industries by abrupt and radical meas- 
ures. 

“Powerful monopolies may expect re- 
duction of excessive rates under which 
they have been able to expect oppres- 
sive tribute from the people. 

“And the illegal combinations of trusts 
which within the last few' years, under 
the republican tariff, have grown so 
great, and which in unlawful restraint 
of legitimate trade have crushed honest 
competition, must be stripped of the 
power which they have so abused.” 

A general promise for the correction of 
abuses made and under the head of 
“executive dictation” is this paragraph: 

“We call public attention to the re- 
peated and unpardonable dictation of 
President Roosevelt to both branches of 
congress. We denounce his flagrant en- 
croachments upon their rightful powers 
and independence, and while amazed at 
the subserviency of a republican senate

Turner, perhaps the most frequently 
mentioned of the long list of vice pres- 
idential possibilities. The Indiana del- 
egation was divided in sentiment 
as to what its position would*be if the 
nomination were to go to that state. 
John W. Kern and B. F. Shively, both 
former gubernatorial candidates, were 
being mildly, boomed by the Tndianians 
as was also Maj. G. V. Menzies. in 
addition to the men already named 
there was in the various delegations 
talk of Joseph W. Folk, of Missouri: 
David Rose, of Wisconsin; Samuel AI- 
schuler, a former Illinois gubernatorial 
candidate; James B. Kilbourne, of 
Ohio; Gov. Dockery, of Missouri, and 
Edward C. Wall, of Wisconsin. 

St. Louis, July 7. — Senator J. W. 
Bailey, of Texas, and Representative 
Champ Clark, of Missouri, have both 
declined to accept the permanent 
chairmanship of the democratic na- 
tional convention. When the commit- 
tee met it organized without delay. 
Senator Bailey and Representative 
Clark were put in nomination and the 
former was elected by a vote of 18 to 
18. The committee then unanimously 
elected Charles A. Walsh, of Iowa, sec- 
retary of the national committee, as 
permanent secretary of the convention. 

When Senator Bailey was informed 
of his election he announced at once 
that he could not accept it as he de- 
sired to be on the floor when the piat- 
form is under discussion. He is ex- 
pected to combat any attempt from 
the Bryan forces to inject into the 
platform planks which do not meet 
the approval of the committee. 

Mr. Clark said that he was engaged 
to put the name of Senator Cockrell 
in nomination for the presidency and 
therefore would have to be on the floor 
during the convention. He was urged 
to reconsider and finally agreed to 
send a telegram to Senator Cockrell. 
In the event Senator Cockrell’s friends 
insist upon presenting his name to the 
convention it is thought the nominat- 
ing speech will be made by some other 
member of the Missouri delegation. 
Mr. Clark would then be free to accept 
the chairmanship. 



San Juan, P. R„ July 5. — Judga 
Beekman Winthrop was inaugurated 
as governor of Porto Rico Monday. 
The ceremonies wero opened by tha 
firing of a national salute, followed by 
an imposing patriotic demonstration* 
The city was profusely decorated. The 
theater was packed when Gov. Hunt 
arrived, accompanied by Judge Win- 
throp. Gov. Hunt’s address was one 
of affectionate farewell. He advised 
the people not to expect too much im- 
mediately from the national govern- 
ment and to prove their capacity be- 
fore statehood was granted them.

The committee is not to 
blame, Crawford & Gibson are not to blame, 
Mr. Minter is not to blame, and, as we 
size matters up, we think it due to Mil- 
burn’s carelessness and the error of his 
engineer.

“He was killed in battte?” 

“No, not in battle. He lies ita wbat 
the world might call a dishonored 
grave, but it is not dishonored, for it 
covers as noble a heart as ever beat.

LOCATING THE CAS STOVE, 



An Unnamed 
Grave

Some Suggestions Which Will Meet 
with the Approval of the 
' Housekeeper.

In choosing the location for the gas 
range it is most desirable to select a 
place near enough to the chimney of 
the kitchen to allow it to be connect- 
ed with the flue, yet not near win- 
dows or in the direct line of strong 
drafts, and at a sufficient distance 
from the sink to avoid spattering wa- 
ter. Even in large kitchens of private 
residences, says Katherine Swan, in Good 
Housekeeping, it is often impossible 
to find any place that answers all these 
requirements. It is quite time women 
understood something of the results of 
a flue on a gas range. In gas stove 
construction the same jackets are fit- 
ted with open or solid tops for use 
either in manufactured or natural gas 
regions. In the latter case the flue 
connection is imperative. With man- 
ufactured gas it is not necessary if the 
stove is used intelligently and is kept 
clean. With servants in a house pru- 
dent use of gas is extremely rare, and 
a flue is therefore desirable. • 

If there is a strong draft on the 
chimney and the flue contains no 
damper, there is, in the case of stoves 
constructed after some methods, a de- 
cided loss of heat. This entails the 
burning of a greater number of cubic 
feet of gas to secure and maintain any 
desired temperature. A damper is 
therefore essential. In many locations, 
on hillsides or exposed or elevated lo- 
calities. if the chimney, whether that 
of a detached house or apartment, has 
only a slab over its top. instead of a 
revolving jack, there is almost in- 
variably a back draft. If the gas 
range is connected with the chimney, 
the wir.d blows back into the lower 
oven, and if the flames are turned low 
puts them out. If the tops are going, 
results soon follow. Hence a damper 
is essential also for use in windy 
weather. If there is a damper, be 
sure you understand how it works be- 
fore the stove man who puts it in 
leaves the premises. 

If there is no flue connection, either 
from choice or necessity, do not under 
any consideration entirely cover up the 
outlet on the stove to “save the heat.” 
In order to keep a gas stove going 
properly, in order to have clean com- 
bustion and a perfect circulation of 
heat in the stove, it is necessary to 
have some system of ventilation. That 
outlet either on the back or top of 
the stove is the outlet end of the whole 
thing. It may be partly closed some- 
times, especially if the lower oven door 
i3 of openwork design. But if tight- 
ly closed too many disagreeable things 
happen to mention. 

In some ranges the heat which 
passes from it may be utilized without 
Interfering with the functions of the 
outlet. If one of the side shelves is 
designed to be fitted on the rear as 
well as at the side, call in a plumber 
or tinsmith, and have him make a 
pipe with an elbow, one short length 
to fit on the stove outlet and the oth- 
er piece extending upward from the 
elbow to within eight or ten inches 
of the shelf when it is on the rear of 
the range. When this plan is followed 
the rear shelf becomes a hot shelf and 
will solve many a warm plate or food 
problem. Besides, one is losing none 
of the heat paid for.

one Iasi white blossom on the 
pile seemed afar from the world by 
her rapt devotion to the lone grave.

GRADUATION DAY FINERY 



Articles for Which Hundreds of Thou- 
sands of Dollars Are Spent 
in New York City. 



Since Its Reorganization by Foreign 
ers Has Become Somewhat 
Formidable. 



This year’s graduating classes In 
the various schools of New York city 
will expend several hundred thousand 
dollars upon the mere accompanying 
decorations and paraphernalia of gra- 
duations, reports the New York Sun. 
Between proper clothing for the oc- 
casion, class photographs, engraved in- 
vitations and the accompanying per- 
sonal cards, postage, class dinners, and 
in many instances a special fee for the 
diploma itself, the graduate, at the end 
of a long and pinching struggle for a 
degree or some other evidence of work 
accomplished, finds the graduating sea- 
son one of embarrassing expense. 

Luckily for graduates of whichever 
sex, good taste as yet decrees that the 
dress of the graduate shall be simple 
and inexpensive. This is usually true 
cf the pretty gowns that the young 
women w-ear, and, fortunately for the 
men, the growing fashion of graduat- 
ing in cap and gown has turned out to 
be an economy rather than an ex- 
pense. 

The poor scholar who arrives at the 
end of his course with his school- 
going clothes in shabby condition finds 
that the academic gown covers a mul- 
titude of sartorial sins. It may be 
bought for a few dollars or hired for 
much less, and many a well appearing 
gown has served perhaps half a score 
of graduates. 

Other expenses are not so easily es- 
caped. More or less elaborate en- 
graved invitations which graduating 
classes in many cases send out to their 
friends are expensive, and it is a lucky 
poor graduate whose class is large 
enough to fetch down his individual 
share of this expense to a minimum. 

It is the same with the class photo- 
graph. If, however, there is a general 
exchange of individual photographs, 
the expense of this item may be for- 
midable to the poor graduate. 

All over the East side photographers 
offer special terms to graduating 
classes, and the show frames of East 
side photographers are full at this sea- 
son of capped and gowned young per- 
sons singly and in class groups. 

Class suppers, or banquets, as the 
new graduates delight to call these 
affairs, are usually of moderate cos!; 
but a few of the poorer graduates usu- 
ally absent themselves upon these oc- 
casions in order to avoid an expendi- 
ture which they can ill afford. The 
class ball, which is common in the 
rural colleges and is usually given to 
the graduating class by the juniors, is 
unusual in New York. 

There are, however, at the graduat- 
ing season other social demands tYs. 7 *. 
involve considerable expense. Thea, 
if ever, the young graduate tips the 
servants of the institution, if it hap- 
pen to have servants. 

The graduate who seeks to escape 
no ordinary expense of the season, but 
commits no extravagance, is hardly 
likely to expend less than $35 or $40,and 
may easily expend twice as much. The 
poor scholar who avoids every expense 
that, can be avoided will hardly expend 
less than $15 or $20. 

All expenses that fall upon every 
member of a class are kept within rea- 
sonable limits, for there are few class- 
es, save in fashionable schools, some 
members of w’hich are not too poor to 
be called upon for extravagant outlay. 
The special expenses of the few 
wealthy graduates may, how'ever, run 
to a very large sum, and only a whole- 
some public opinion keeps such expen- 
ditures within reasonable bounds. 



Chinese neutrality is something that 
lies beyond the dictum of the emperor 
of China, and the recent attack upon the 
Russian administrative force near Port 
Adams — the Chinese being led by no 
lesser authority than the governor of 
Fuchau— is ample proof of the temper 
of the Celestials near the borderland of 
the present struggle. Just how long im- 
perial influence may be able to hold the 
Chinese authorities and their retinues 
in check is a matter for grave specula- 
tion. Once the Chinese are carried off 
their feet by joy over Japanese victories. 
Russia’s problem will be a sorely vex- 
ing one. indeed, says the Brooklyn Eagle. 

The Chinese army, per se, is properly 
that force, nominally of 300.000 men. de- 
scendants of theManehu conquerors and 
their allies, officially termed the Eight 
Banners. The force is commonly main- 
tained on a footing of about 100,000. and 
40 per cent, of these are kept in northern 
China and near the court of Peking. The 
national army, called also the Green 
Flags, or the Five Camps, is an independ- 
ent organization or series of organiza- 
tions. It is divided into 18 corps, one' 
for each province, under the governor 
or governor general. The nominal 
strength of this force is nearly 700,000, 
and of these the most important contin- 
gent is the Tientsin army corps, w-hich, 
under Gen. Ma, has been made a thor- 
oughly efficient fighting force. 

It is not worth while considering the 
Chinese army from the viewpoint of a 
natiefrial organization; but, measured by 
the work accomplished in some of i.he 
provinces, notably under Viceroys Yuan- 
Shi-Khai and Tcheng-Tchi-Tong, not to 
mention the European drilled forces at 
Peking, Tientsin, Nankin, Fuchau. Shan- 
tung and the two Kiangs, the viceroys 
and governors of these districts pos- 
sess the nucleus of a very promising mil- 
itary organization, and since 1900 a great 
deal of work has been done in the di- 
rection of equipping and training these 
troops. 

Gen. Frey states that the Chinese 
special military schools are capable of 
furnishing a sufficient number of sub- 
altern officers and, as is well known, mil- 
itary instruction at these institutions 
has been under European and Japanese 
guidance. Somewhat dazzled by the 
brilliant performance of the Japanese 
expeditionary force of 1900, the Chinese 
have naturally turned to that allied peo- 
ple to aid them in the military rehabil- 
itation, and so thoroughly has this work- 
been going on that the Russians, not un- 
reasonably. object at the outbreak of the 
recent conflict. The leaven, however, 
is there, and the Japanese have only to 
wait its action. In 1902 there w-ere no 
fewer than 30 young Chinese attached to 
the Japanese military schools and, at 
the same time there w T ere 500 students 
working at the university in Tokio. The 
next year the number was increased, and 
the Japanese, with very good reason, 
treated these Chinese students w-ith 
every mark of regard ana especial atten- 
tion. These men upon their return to 
China have spread the word of approval 
for everything Japanese and have awak- 
ened the keenest sort of interest in mili- 
tary matters.

The highest judicial authority of the 
German empire is vested in the reichs- 
gericht, a federal supreme court estab- 
lished pursuant to the law of April 11. 
1877, as one of the institutions result- 
ing from the creation of the new em- 
pire. This important court is not lo- 
cated at the national capital, but in the 
city of Leipzig, Saxony, where it i 3 
housed in a magnificent building of its 
own, completed about the year 1895. 
Besides the requisite number of court- 
rooms, judges’ chambers, consultation 
rooms, libraries, offices of states’ attor- 
neys, marshal, clerks and attendants, 
the edifice also contains living rooms, 
a dining-room and a banquet hall, as 
is so frequently the case In modern 
European public buildings.
